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SUBJECT: SOVIET TREATMENT OF U.S. NEWSMEN 

1. PROBLEMS OF U.S. JOURNALISTS IN USSR WERE RAISED 

BY EUR/SOV DIRECTOR MATLOCK, ACCOMPANIED BY CHARGE, 
DURING NOVEMBER 20 CALL AT MFA ON KORNIYENKO, CHIEF OF 
USA DIVISION. INFORMAL DISCUSSION WITH KORNIYENKO 
ALSO TOOK PLACE AT NOVEMBER 19 LUNCHEON GIVEN BY 
CHARGE. 

2. DURING MFA CALL, KORNIYENKO PROFESSED TO BE 
UNFAMILIAR WITH U.S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT APPLICATION 
TO ACCREDIT A CORRESPONDENT IN MOSCOW. BUT SAID HE 
WOULD LOOK INTO MATTER AND INFORM EMBASSY. RESPONDING 
TO NUDGE ON MULTIPLE ENTRY/EXIT VISAS FOR U.S. 

JOURNALISTS, KORNIYENKO WAS EQUALLY NONCOMMITTAL AND 
COMPLAINED THAT MULTIPLE ENTRY VISAS GIVEN SOVIET 
DIPLOMATS IN U.S. WERE VALID ONLY 12 MONTHS. MATLOCK 
POINTED OUT THAT TWO QUESTIONS WERE OF ENTIRELY 
DIFFERENT MAGNITUDE, BUT SAID HE WOULD LOOK INTO 
FEASIBILITY OF LONGER PERIOD OF VALIDITY FOR DIPLOMATS. 

HE EMPHASIZED THAT SOVIET GRANTING OF MULTIPLE ENTRY/ 
EXIT VISAS TO U.S. NEWSMEN WOULD BE MATCHED BY RECI- 
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NEWSMEN, POINTEDLY OBSERVING THAT U.S. LEVIED NO EXIT 
REQUIREMENTS ON NEWSMEN OR OTHER RESIDENT SOVIETS. 

3. AT LUNCHEON, MATLOCK MENTIONED IMPORTANCE OF FULLY 
INFORMING PUBLIC OF BOTH COUNTRIES ABOUT SCOPE OF 
COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES. HE CITED EXAMPLE OF U.S. 
ASTRONAUTS VISIT TO STAR CITY ON VERY DAY OF LUNCHEON. 
NOVEMBER 19. THIS VISIT WAS BEING COVERED BY U.S. 

PRESS; HOWEVER, REQUESTS BY THREE U.S. BUREAUS FOR 
FILM CREW TO COVER STORY WAS TURNED DOWN BY NOVOSTI. 
KORNIYENKO MADE NO COMMENT ON SPECIFIC EXAMPLE, BUT 
AGREED IN PRINCIPLE THAT IMPLEMENTATION OF COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT SHOULD BE FULLY PUBLICIZED. IN THIS CONTEXT, 
CHARGE REFERRED TO DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED BY P & C 
COUNSELOR IN GAINING ACCESS TO MFA PRESS CHIEF SOFINSKY. 
MATLOCK CONTRASTED THIS WITH EASY ACCESS ENJOYED BY 
SOVIET EMBASSY PRESS OFFICER YEVSTAFYEV IN WASHINGTON. 
KORNIYENKO SAID HE WOULD LOOK INTO ACCESS QUESTION.
